Falliag Walls Cause » Feurful Calamity—
liremen aad Cltlsens Burled s ihe
Mulng.

0.—To-night fre was
discovered In the lurge livery stables of
Jease Awnol, at Nioth and Chestnut
stroets.

A panic hasseid some
of the paopls, snd it Is Impossible 1o got
eatimates of the losses. The water in soms
piscon in four feot doep in many residonces
sud the same stale of affairs provails in
store-recoms. Every body is moving, or
preparing to move. Up to last night three
bulldings had been washiod away and de-
molisbed, mnd many others were
badly damaged. Alexander McFarlane's
family wre sick and cut off from
assistance. The JHerald office has
been boated to higher gquarters, but the
paper will be published as usual. Rain
fell in torrents until about miduight, when
It changed 1o snow, and by daylight fully
eight Inches of snow und sleot hud fallen.
There Is a regular northeaster, with o
twenty-mile wind. The water has risen
two foet in the last four hours and s atill
rising. The people are worn out working
night and day to save thelr property. The
Maple and Grand rivers unite here, aud
both are reging. Bhould ths Lausing ice
roach hore before the gorge gives way all
the business places on the north side of
Main street will be washed away. A rough
eatimate of the damage makes the aggre-
gote botween ¥75,000 and $100,000. Frad
Winters, of Charloite, was drowned when
trying to cross the Thornapple river.
